Cornerstone ceremonies at the 
new Woodrow Wilson junior high 
school at Blanche Street and 
-Madre .Avenue will take place next 
Tuesday afternoon at 2:45 o’clock. 
The occasion is of interest because 
Sierra Madre junior high pupils 
will attend this school when it is 
opened for the beginning of the 
fall term. The building is now 
about half completed. It has 
eighteen class rooms and a library. 
Direct bus service between Sierra 
.Vladre and the .school is promised 
by the high school distict au¬ 
thorities. 

The cornerstone program will 
be opened by selections by the or¬ 
chestra of the Willard School, to 
be followed by community singing 
led by John Henry Lyons, director 
of mu.sic. 

-N. H. Moerdyke, president of 
the board of education, will de¬ 
liver the principal address. Others 
w’h owill speak are: Supt. John h. 
West, Mrs. J. B. Taggert, , esi- 
dent of tile I’etleration of Bari it- 
Teacher .Associalion.s, and memhers 
of the board of education. 


In his talk, Mr. Clifton men¬ 
tioned, first, the origin of Public 
Schools week in 1919 by the Ma¬ 
sonic order. .At that time the 
schools were at a low ebb due 
to the war, and consequently the 
movement was very beneficial. He 
spoke of the value and inlluence 
of education, especially from a 
social point of view. .Mr. Clifton 
stressed the importance of every¬ 
one helping develop our '‘human 
material.” He also stateil that as 
the schools do not claim all the 
glory for succe.s.ses, they should 
not be blaineil for the failures. 

.According to Mr. Clifton, high 
.schools are not to be considered 
responsible for the faults of the 
modern young people. In justice 
to the boys and girls, the speaker 
stated that he did not like to have 
them defamed. He mentioneil that 
the youth of today are finer than 
ever, and that they are more 
whole.some, more independent and 
much cleaner of mind than ever 
before. Mr. Clifton compared the

Springs. The explosive used in 
the torpedo was .80 per cent N. G. 
gelatine. 

■An interesting feature of the 
occasion was the presence of a 
party of officials repro.senting the 
Romf\niun government. 'They are 
in tl iS country to study American 
methoils of oil production. The 
deepest wells in their own country 
run about 4‘200 feet and the drill¬ 
ing and shooting of such a well as 
the one at Olinda was a revelation 
to them, arousing great enthu- 
.siasm. 

The visitors took many pictures 
during the process of loading the 
torpedo and lowering it into the 
hole. Not an inch of the line was 
lost in the operation, whereas ii» 
their country it is customary to 
lose from 100 to (000 feet of line 
at every shot.

I Witter is the author of the bill, 
which was killed by the as.semhiy 
committee on eilucation. 

.Many Have Written 

“1 have received communica¬ 
tions from school trustees, coun¬ 
ty supervisors, chambers of com¬ 
merce and the foreman of one of 
the grand jury urging the passage 
of this bill,” said Witter, “and 
there .seems to be a general de¬ 
sire on the part of the taxpayers 
that this information should be 
published. 

“Those opposing this bill have 
apparently been misinformed as 
to its real intent. They oppose it 
on the grounils of the expense to 
the school district in publishing 
such a statement once in a news¬ 
paper of general circulation with¬ 
in the (iistrict. The publication 
called for is that of the form of 
budget pre.scribe<l for the .school 
districts of the state by the su¬ 
perintendent of public instruction. 
The average cost of this publica¬ 
tion would be about $lf!.r»0. That 
is what it would cost in .San Bern¬ 
ardino County and that county 
can be considered a fair average. 

.'Vtturks Bill

members of the assembly by Mrs. 
Susan M. Dorsey, superintetulenl 
of the Los .\ngeles City Schools, 
states that this bill ‘would involve 
the throwing away of hundreds | 
of thousands of dollars in this i 
state.”

Indian war. 

Lieutenant Farrow and Scout 
Bedington serveil together in the 
short Bannock arul Piute war of 
1S7G, and again the young lieu¬ 
tenant distinguished h i m s elf. 
Buffalo Horn was killeil by a 
Piute .scout in the service of the 
soldiers in June, LS7S, and the war 
I virtually came to an eiul when 
. Howard’s troops captured the 
greater part of the hostile tribes 
; in .August. .A part of them, how¬ 
ever suceeded in eluding the 
soldiers and retreatetl to the 
I fastne.ss of the Salmon Biver 
mountains near the Seven Devils 
peaks. There they were joined 
by renegades from other tribes 
I ami during the following months, 
these Sheepeaters, as they became 
known because they subsisteil 
principally upon the mountain 
sheep whicli were abundant in that 
region, instituted a reign of terror 
in parts of blaho which were just 
beginning to open up to settle¬ 
ment. 

Early in 1879 (leneral Howard 
ordered Lieutenant Farrow to en¬ 
list a company of Indian ?.couts, 
to form a detachment of pickeil 
men, .selected fur endurance aud 

skill in marksmanship and to pro¬ 
ceed against the.se Sheepeaters 

ami any other hostile Indains that 

still remained in that part of the 
country. Farrow enlisted his 
scout.s among the Umatilla ami 
other friendly tribes, took a few 

of the best marksman from the 
different branches of the .seivice 
in the ihpartment of the Colum¬ 
bia and the.se with several civilian 
volunteers, including young Bed- 
inp.ton, compo.sed the force with 
which he set out over some 
of the ronghe..l territory on the 
North American contenent to hunt 
down tne enemy. 

In the meantime two other forc¬ 
es, commanded by Captains Ber¬ 
nard and Catley, were operating 
in that part of the country. On 
July 29 Catley was defeateil by 
the Indians who captured his pack 
train and all of his supplies and 
forced him to retreat. Upon 
learning of this, Farrow cached his 
supplies* and equipage ami, living 
otf the country, set out to Catley’s 
relief. .After five days of terri¬ 
fic forced marches, he came up 
with Catley, left a few of his 
foi>t-sore men and horses and 
pushed into the ilalmon Biver 
mountains. 

He was .soon hot on the trail 
of the Indians. Captain Forse, 
who was .sent out to reinforce 
Catley, soon afterward joined 
force.s _with Captain Bernard, and 
late in .August Bernard reported to 
tleneral Howard that “Farrow 
(30 miles ahead of him) was pur¬ 
suing the hostile Indians down the 
middle Salmon Canyon and had 
caused them to abamlon all their 
luggage.” A little l:iter Bern- 
hard reported: “The country is so

The other day newspapers car¬ 
ried a brief .Associated Press dis¬ 
patch from New York: “.A man 
believed to be Etlward F’arrow, 
seventy-one years old, a real 
estate operator of Pinewald, N. J., 
died of apoplexy today in Colum¬ 
bus .Avenue.” Just another of 
those brief clironicles of sudilen 
death in the ilay’s gist of news, 
and it was not until the “local 
follow-up” from a New Jersey city 
was added that it became more 
than that. For the follow-up 
recorded the fact that he was a 
West Point Classmate of General 
Pershing, the founder of “Piiie- 
wald” which he had hoped to estab¬ 
lish as a home for retired army 
otficers nml which has been the 
subject of endle.ss litigation with 
developers, the inventor of to.xic 
gases and the gas grenade and the 
author of many books on mili¬ 
tary sulijects, including “Farrow’s 
Military Encyclopedia,” a stan¬ 
dard autliority. 

Tliere was also a brief mention 
of his part in tlie Indian wars, 
but it was enough to recall to 
old-time army men .stirring events 
in the Pacific Northwest, in the 
ilays of Chief Joseph and the Nez 
Perces, of Bufi'alo Horn and the 
Bannocks, of General O. O. 
Howard and Gen. Nel.son .A. .Miles, 
but niore particularly the story 
of young Lieut. Edward 8. Farrow 
and ids conquest of fche sheepeater 
Indians, one of the most brilliant 
exploits in the history of the 
United States army. 

Lieutenant Farrow was a na-1 
tive of Maryland and was appoint- 
eil from that state to West Point 
from which he graduated as a 
second lieutenant June 14, 1807., 
He was immediately assigned 
to the Twenty-first infantry and 
detailed to Fourt Vancover, Wash, 
inton g,a n. tf | 

At the outbreak of the Nez i 
Perces war his company became 
a part of the army with which 
Gen. O. O. Howard set out in pur¬ 
suit of the hostiles. The young 
lieutenant took part in the heart 
breaking march of Howard’s 
cotiimand over the rough LO-I.O 
trail, in the sharp little battle of 
the Clear Water on July 11 and 
12, 1877, where his conspicuous 
bravery and good conduct won 
for liim special mention in dis¬ 
patches by General Howard, and 
in the pursuit to the end of the 
campairi when Chief Joseph sur¬ 
rendered to General Howard at 
Miles in the Bear Paw mountains 
in Montai.a. 

.At the opening of the Nez Per¬ 
ces campaign Cupt. .S. G. Fisiier, 
a frontiersman, was ordered by 
Gen. Howard to enlist a company 
of fifty Bannock Indian Scouts on 
the Fort Hall reservation in 
Idaho. Associated with F’isher 
was another frontiersman named 
Gird and .Jack Bedington, a .seven-1 
teen year old boy, who had left 
his home in Mas.sachusetts to seek 
adventure in the Far West. Bed¬ 
ington was called “the original 
Boy Scout” by General Howard in 
later years, and be and the young 
lieutenant were <lestined to .see 
some stirring service a year or 
so later. One of the Bannock 
.scouts was a young chief named 
Buffalo Horn, who h:id also served 
as a scout for General .Miles in 
the Sioux war of 1870 ami of 
whom a fellow-.scout, the famous 
“Yellowstone Kelly” (Capt. Luther 
S. Kelly), once descrilierl as “one 
of the bravest Indians 1 have ever 
known.” After the close of the 
Nez Perce war young Bedington 
became a newspaper reporter in 
San Francisco, and one of the 
stories which he wrote for his 
paper was a prophecy of a new

sult was the capture of the place 
and a precipitate retreat by the 
hostiles. 

In this stronghold Farrow’s men 
fouqd tons anti tons of footl which 
the Sheepeaters had gathered for 
winter use ami which the sohliers 
burned. Driven from what they 
had believed to be an impregnable 
position anil facing a hungry 
winter, all that remaineil for the 
Indians to do was to surrender. 
Then after a march of 62 days 
through deep snow over rugged 
mountains. Lieutenant Farrow 
reached the Columbia river with 
his captives ami delivered them to 


through it at all. All our stock 
except a few of Captain Forse’s 
hor.ses and the aidmals captured 
by Farrow are exhau.sted. Most 
of our horses and mules have 
given out and have been shot.” 

“It seems impossible to capture 
the.se dying Indians who ran from 
peaks to peaks faster than the 
troops could follow,” writes Gen¬ 
ial Howard in his account of the 
campaign, “and realizing the in- 


Bernard, if in his judgement it 
was impossible to do more than 
he had done, to leave the fearful 
country and distribute his forces 
to the posts where they lielonged. 
Bernard acted promptly on this 
onler, and with his own command 
proceeded southward to Boise.” 

.So,^upon Farrow defended the 
responsibility for the success of 
the campaign. The indefatigable 
young lieutenant abandoned most 
of his baggage and, when all of 
the hor.ses finally gave out, press¬ 
ed on on foot. Finally he corner¬ 
ed the Sheepeaters in their 
stronghold on the Middle Fork of 
the Salmon, and although real—
